Thus far this country has 
taken no hand in the Persian situa- 
tion, although the crisis has developed 
largely around W. Morgan Shuster. 
the American Treasurer-General, who 
was recommended to Persia by the 
American State Department. 

RUSSIA CAUSES PLEA. 

The action of Russia in continuing 
her threatening attitude without 
walting for the formation of the new 
ministry, it is claimed. is the factor 
that has brought Persia to the point 
of asking for outside intervention, Al- 
though Russia's demands for apolo- 
gies and indemnities in connection 
with the seizure of the property of tha 
deposed Shah's brother are consid- 
ered unjust and improper by Persia, 
the latter c try has apperently de- 
cided that will be necessary for 
other countries to stay the hand of 
Russia, if the Pe case is to be 
fairly heard. 

No basis for indemnity or for apol- 
oxy to Russia ts recognized by the 
Persian government. Persia has nev- 
er recognized the right of Russia or 
England to any voice in the contro} 
of her commerce and has refused to 
recognize the power of Russia and 
England to make the convention of 
1907, by which the two countries par- 
titloned the commerce of Persia, Rus- 
sia agreeing not to etieroach on Eng- 
lafid’s commercial activities in the 


south. 

It is asserted that the independence 
‘of action given to Treasurer-Genera! 
Shuster by the new Persian Parlia- 
ment was particularly aggravating to 
Russia. The seizure of the property 
of the brother of the deposed Shah 
vas made at Mr. Shuster’s direction. 
after the former had been declared an 
exile for having led the forces of the 
Shah in the effort to recapture the 
throne. The Persian government in- 
sista thet it has the right to an apol- 
oay from Russia for the activity of 
Russian consular agents in attempt- 


ing to prevent the seizure. 
RUSSIA PRESSES DEMANDS. 
Russia, on the other hand, has vig- 
orously pressed demands for apolo- 
gies and has threatened the seizure of 
the provinces of Guilan and Mazind- 


diplomatic relations between the two 
countries have been severed by Rus- 
sia; but previous to such action it Is 
claimed she has refused to recoxnize 
the authority or official -position of 
the higher Persian officials. 

| Russia's demands Waye included 
many important commeftial conces- 
sions, which Persia claims the Czar 
has no right to demand. 

Every effort had been made to con- 
ciliate Russia, i is asserted, up to the 
point of giving up Persian rights and 
independence of action. |

For a time Harshbarger and his as- 
sistant fought back the fire, but it 
gained upon them and they were fi- 
nally forced to flee for their lives, 
Up the hill they clambered and 
Harshbarger, who is short and stout, 
threw away all superfiuous clothing 
and even his shoes to attain greater 
speed. At last exhausted, and with 
his feet torn and bleeding, and numb 
he sank to the ground, and with the 
racing flames but a few hundred feet 
away, faced almost certain death. 

Herroll séized him by one arm, 
raised him to his feet and then with 
Harshbarger’s arm, over his shoulder 
as a lever, the Norwegian ran a mile 
dragging and rolling his boss with 
him. At last they reached a clearing 
and stopping to get a moment’s 
breathing respite, were saved by rea- 
son of a sudden change of the wind 
shifting the path of the flames away 
from . Then Herroll left Harsh- 
barger and walked to the Phillips 
ranch, where he secured a horse and 
buggy and brought 1 to 
his home on Linden avenue in this 
city.

| PLAIN AND SERIOUS. 


HAT there have been found ap- 
T proximately 1000 cases of illegal 
* registration is the announcement 
of Deputy District Attorney Hanna 
yesterday. So serious does he regard 
the situation and so plain the ent. 
dence that the registration is the 
result of an organized and financed 
Plan that he has called a meeting of 
those leading the registration investi- 
gation at his office this morning at 11 
oclock. Hanna is seriously consider- 
ing a request for a grand jury to 
discover the source of this wholesale 
fraud, and this subject may be pre- 
sented to the conference this .morn- 
ing. 
The work of the police corps anJ 
the Citizens’ Committee's Investigators, 
together with the discoveries by the 
County Clerk, all reported to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, are the basis for the 
serious view taken by Hanna. This 
work has been in progress but a few 
days, but it has disclosed several hun- 
dred clearly legal registrations. It 
has also shown aystematic operation 
in regard to ages and occupations 
and the ordinary facts that furnish 
identification. Resemblances have been 
found that remove the theory of ac- 
cident. 
County Clerk Lelande said last night 
that.the progress of hia work in check- 
ing the registration indicates that the 
total of 192,000 will probably be re- 
duced to about 160,000 by December

every illegal voter. These warrants 
will be sent to the proper polling 
Places. When the men appear to vote 
they will be arrested. We want the 
grand jury to investigate, if we can- 
not ascertain that fact, where the 
money is coming from to register 
these false voters." : 

Detective Browne made this asser- 


on: 
“We have found at least 1000 megal 
or false registrations. My men have 
been working hard on this matter for 
some days, and have accomplished 
wonderful results. We are not say- 
ing who is back of this, but we do 
assert that false registrations have 
been made in enormous numbers. 
They are principally from those sec- 
tions of the city where the strikers 
live. 

“I will promise you that if warrants 
are sworn out for every illegal regis- 
tration that they will de served on 
election day. We will have men 
enough at all the polis to take these 
fellows in under cover and cart them 
of to jail.” : 

CHECKING THE VOTE. 

The police check of the lodging- 
house and hotel vote, in the district 
between Tenth street and the Plaza 
region and Figueroa street and the 
Los Angeles River is showing big re- 
sults in sifting out the apparently H- 
legal vote. In this work, too, the 
forces under the direction of H. G. 
Cotton, in charge of the Citizens’ 
Committee’s checking, is also effec- 
tive. Yesterday all pressed this work 
with greater vigor and it is intended 
before the week ends to investigate 
every place where there is a chance 
of discovery. This will be followed, 
in fact accompanied by an investiga- 
tion of regions further east which 
have a surprisingly large registration 
of men in comparison with the wom- 
en. So far practically all of the sus- 
picious and illegal registration con- 
cerns men alone. 

Various means are resorted to to 
check these registrations for the pos- 
sibility of error. Registered letters 
are sent both to the mailing address 
given and to the purported residence.

But of late 
they have preferred inferior Hom- 
burg. Reasons are many. Some say 
that Kaisér Wilhelm is angry at 
Wiesbaden's cheek.

Therefore as he rode through the 
shady Nero Valley an excited citizen 
seized his rein and thrust under his 
nose a petition bégging him to visit 
the exposition. » Kaiser Wilhelm, who 
expected a bomb or a bottle of Wies- 
baden salts, was angry to find only 
papers; and, much incensed, he left 
the importunate town. Resentful 
Wiesbaden refused to illuminate its 
streets; while base Homburg chuckled 
and sent up derisive fireworks. 

But apart from this Kaiser WII- 
helm has grievances against Wies- 
baden. It lodges him ill. When he 
and his K rin visit the town the 
are put up in the ancient Pauline 
Schloss, a Moresque ruin, copied from 
the Alhambra. It lies in the middle 
of the town; and all night long street 
cars thunder past it and banish sleep 
from the imperial couch. Kaiserin 
Augusta hates Schloss Pauline, be- 
cause it has no garden in front. This 
is due to the folly of Wiesbaden, 
which allowed the Schloss in 1866 to 
fall into the hands of a Frankfort 
speculator, who chopped off the park 
in front and sold it for villa building. 
When the town later purchased the 
Schloss it paid for it without the 
land, a million marks more than the 
speculator had paid for palace and 
land together. In addition the town 
allowed the Schloss to fall into dis- 
repafr; it is rusty with damp, spotted 
with flies and crowded with irreverent 
rats who gnaw the toe-caps of the 
imperial boots, 

All these deficiencies affect the at- 

titude of Kaiser Wilhelm towards 
Wiesbaden; and, therefore, also af- 
fect the attitude of invalids with 
plethoric purses catarrhal mu- 
cous membranes. 
But as the Wiesbaden millionaires 
are loyal to the Kaiser and loyaller 
still to their millions, they have re- 
solved to build a recent shelter for 
Kaiser Wilhelm. The soul of the 
business is a rich Dr. Borgmann. The 
first plan was to knock down the 
villas, restore the park in front and 
rebuild. the paldce on the lines of 
Schloss Miramar near Trieste, which 
was built by Emperor Maximilian of 
Mexico. Schloss Miramar is Kaiser 
Withelm's ideal. This enterprise 
would cost some $1,500,000, as the 
villas alone are worth $500,000. The 
designs were drawn by Privy Coun- 
cillor Genzmer of Berlin. The mi- 
lionaires took oaths to pursue their 
plans in silence. They went about 
with mysterious faces; talked in apo- 
calytic whispers and kept the secret 
so successfully that no one heard of 
it except newspaper editors, the pub- 
lic and Kaiser Wilhelm himself. 

The millionaires expect their rec-

baden for health, but 1 also stay 
there when he arrives for the annual 
army inspection at neighboring May- 
ence. This prospect has not appealed 
to Mayence.
